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INTRODUCTION 


This year has seen the Centre as active as usual with increased numbers of 
accessions, reader visits and enquiries, and material produced for them. The 
increasing number of mail and E-mail enquiries is noted and statistics are 
included for the first time in this report (E-mail responses are normally printed 
out and filed with mail). 


Following the recommendation by the History of Medicine Grants and Units 
Panel that the CMAC should make arrangements for the housing of archives which 
were at the Wellcome Unit Oxford, a great part of the summer was occupied in 
ascertaining the provenance of these collections, contacting donor/depositors 
where possible and making arrangements for the transfer of the material to the 
Wellcome Institute or other more appropriate homes. Twenty collections were 
transferred to the CMAC and a further nine collections placed elsewhere. We are 
grateful to Mick Gomez, of the Modern Medicine Enfield store staff, for his han- 
dling of the quantities of boxes, keeping them in order during the various moves. 
In all, over 350 linear feet were moved. The largest collection is that of the 
British Empire Cancer Campaign (c.200 boxes), followed by the records of the 
Society of Medical Officers of Health (c.168 boxes). Other large and important 
accessions from the Unit are the records of the Society of Community Medicine, 
the British Social Hygiene Council and the papers of Dr C P Blacker. 


We were particularly pleased to receive the latter which complement the 
archive of the Eugenics Society (already in the CMAC) of which he was 
Secretary. Similarly, papers of van Heyningen and MacNalty could be added to 
their papers held in the Centre. The British Social Hygiene Council (BSHC) 
material is supported by the papers of Letitia Fairfield (sister of Rebecca West), 
who was a member of the BSHC Commission on Malta in 1938, and whose 
papers were also received this year. Some of these Unit accessions are already in 
demand for consultation, and whilst we have been able to make preliminary or 
outline lists of the smaller collections, this is not possible for the larger and 
more complex accessions, several of which will require many months of cata- 
loguing time. It is our intention to put forward a formal proposal for a tempo- 
rary post to assist with this cataloguing. 


The Centre has accepted other archives of importance following the closure of 
the International Nutrition Foundation. The papers of Cleave and Painter 
represent significant additions to the growing number of collections we hold 
relating to issues of nutrition. However, it was disappointing to confirm that 
the papers of McCarrison, one of the key figures in nutrition, have evidently 


not survived. Perhaps lesser known now, but an individual whose papers have 
survived virtually completely, is Sir Allen Daley, whose active involvement in 
medical politics is superbly documented in the papers kindly transferred to us 
by the London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine. More recently, the 
representation of Wendy Savage on numerous committees is reflected in her 


papers which she has kindly given to the Centre. 


The accession of three other archives of important organizations must be 
noted: the records of the European Collaborative Health Services Study 
include fascinating comparative data on health services in Europe; the 
Casualties Union records will be of importance amongst other things for the 
light they shed on the first aid and general medical handling of major 
accidents; and the records of the MRC’s Blood Group Unit cover a period of 
changes in our understanding of blood grouping and its genetic implications. 
We are indebted to Patricia Tippett, the last Director of this Unit, for giving 
up her time to clarify the status and significance of these files. 


Since February Jennifer Haynes has moved on from cataloguing CMAC collec- 
tions and has made good progress with the selection and development of 
Idealist software and inputting entries for the Wellcome Archives Project. 
Inevitably, there is now an increase in the number of enquiries coming in 
which relate to these archives and, in some cases, can now be addressed. 
Nevertheless, she has continued to assist with rota duties and Poynter Room 
supervision which has been invaluable. With one eye to the future of the cata- 
loguing of collections and retrospective conversion of all our existing lists, we 
have also been able to keep under review alternative software developments for 
archive cataloguing. Jennifer will continue to monitor the field, since it is 
planned that the data may be transferred to another system which will also 
serve the CMAC collections in due course. 


Library promotion in general has been under review, and during the summer 
Julia Sheppard chaired a working group to look into this issue. 
’ Recommendations include the obvious need for the Library to have World 
Wide Web pages, and it is good to report that CMAC is featured on the 
Wellcome Trust’s Website (http://www.wellcome.ac.uk), which was launched 


at the end of 1996. 


Staff have, as usual, been active in promoting the Centre and its holdings via 
talks and publications. Several new sources leaflets have appeared, bringing the 
current total to 32: these are continually being updated and, given the speed 
with which stocks are replenished, are popular. We have been fortunate in 


being able to attend meetings both in the UK and abroad. In particular, Julia 
Sheppard attended a useful meeting on scientific archives held in Liége, 
Belgium, which enabled her to meet with historians and archivists from many 
countries to discuss issues surrounding the impact of changing record keeping 
on records that are surviving and on the role of the archivist. The International 
Archives Council meeting in Beijing, China, was also an opportunity to meet 
colleagues from abroad. 


Lesley Hall was grateful for the opportunity to continue her research interests 
and visited several libraries in the USA during the year. Amongst talks given by 
her was one on Marie Stopes and her public, at a Galton Institute meeting in 
the Wellcome Building. It was pleasing to be able to display items from 
Stopes’s papers in the library to coincide with this. 


Survey work continues to occupy some of our time. This is undertaken prior to 
the acquisition of collections for the Centre and jointly with the Western 
Manuscripts Department for the Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey 
(MAMS). Not only have we found it helpful to know what is housed elsewhere 
in order to advise researchers, but indeed many repositories themselves have 
appreciated information about their holdings which relate to medicine and 


healthcare. 


We remain indebted to the Public Record Office for its continued staff support 
for our joint Hospital Records Project. Roger Maxwell has been based in the 
CMAC’s archive workroom since January, researching and updating data and 
over 600 entries to the database, an increase of some 40%. We have been wait- 
ing throughout the year for the promised transfer of the data from Smart to 
Access software by the Wellcome Trust’s Information Systems Department. It 
is clear that there is a demand for the database to be available in the search- 
rooms at Kew and in the Wellcome Institute Library (and possibly at the 
National Register of Archives) and we continue to hope that this will be feasi- 


ble during 1997.

Dr Regina Schoental: following her death, her papers have been transferred to 
the Edelstein Center for the History of Science, Hebrew University, Jerusalem. 


John Yudkin: CMAC wrote to executors and discovered that papers relating 
to nutrition were discarded by family after his death, July 1995, although the 
WIHM library have a complete set of his publications. 
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FINDING AIDS 


Progress has been made with several large collections this year, and a 
considerable number of smaller collections. The accession of a large quantity 
of archives from the Wellcome Unit Oxford has inevitably forced some 
re-arrangement of priorities in the cataloguing programme. As a result of 
the Oxford accessions, an increased backlog of collections awaits cataloguing, 
although as far as possible interim box lists are created when the material is 
first delivered. The need for an automated system for accessioning and 
in-house collection management is becoming crucial with the increasing 
number of accessions arriving each year. 


Lesley Hall’s initial sort of the Medical Women's Federation (SA/MWF) 
large additional accession was finally completed. An interim list was 
prepared, which may be used by readers on consultation with the archivist. 
Physical integration of this accession into the existing MWF collection and 
the assignment of references has begun and it is hoped that this will be 
completed by the end of the year. 


All the information from the Parkes-Weber (PP/FPW) index cards was 
input into a small IDEALIST database. It is now much easier to locate 
items relevant to particular enquiries but still necessitates one of the 
archivists making the search. Work is now in hand to produce a hard-copy 
list (of selected fields only) for consultation in the reading rooms, which 
will also, it is hoped, enable the assignment of definitive references and the 
eventual physical as well as intellectual rearrangement of the collection in a 
more logical order. 


A list of the minute books of the National Council for Combatting 
Venereal Diseases/British Social Hygiene Council (SA/BSH) transferred 
from the Wellcome Unit Oxford has been compiled and references in our 
house-style assigned. Some background research is still necessary in order to 
compile a brief chronological account of the Council’s activities and to 
contextualize the surviving material. 


A number of smaller collections were listed and an additional accession of 
records of the Society for Social Medicine incorporated into the existing 
list. We are still awaiting feedback on questions of arrangement from 
members of the Pioneer Health Centre Ltd in relation to their archives 
(SA/PHC): they have unfortunately had considerable pressures from other 
commitments which has caused this delay.

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Leaflets and badges from the extensive archive of ASH (Action on Smoking 
and Health), the anti-smoking organization. The archive includes a wide 
range of materials for public education, cessation campaigns, political 
lobbying and health education, as well as minutes, correspondence 
and admistrative files. (SA/ASH/T.2/7) 
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Isobel Hunter’s cataloguing of the papers of Walter Pagel (PP/PAG) and 
Dr Henry Foy and Athena Kondi (PP/FAK) is now completed. 


Small lists she completed included papers of Dr A H T Robb-Smith 
(GC/182), Royal College of Surgeons Department of Pharmacology order 
books (GC/183), Fulham Road Pharmacy prescription registers (GC/189), 
W DT Pearce (GC/192). 


Cataloguing of the large and disorganized archive of Action on Smoking 
and Health (SA/ASH) has made major progress and the initial sort and 


arrangement is now complete. 


Shirley Dixon completed her list of the records of the voluminous and very 
important archive of the Queen’s Nursing Institute (SA/QN/J), with the 
associated records of the Nations Fund for Nurses (SA/NFWN), which turned 
out to be very complex and disordered. We await approval of the list by the 
administrators of the two bodies, including negotiations about transfer of 
further material, before final completion, but access can be allowed to the 
material currently held, on application to the Archivist. 


She has listed two general practice collections (GP/24, GP/27), and, togeth- 
er with Lesley Hall, produced an updated list of the papers of Thomas 
Hunt (GC/46) to include new material received. She has 

produced box lists of the archives of the Tropical Metabolism Research 
Unit (WT1/TMR) and of the new accession of Health Visitors’ Association 
papers (SA/HVA). 


She has continued the initial sorting of the papers of the late Professor Alan 


Woodruff (PP/AWW) 


Jennifer Haynes finished boxing and completed the catalogue of papers of 
Charles Enrique Dent (PP/CED), specialist in metabolic disorders. 


Also listed were the papers of William Walters Sargant (PP/WWS), psychiatrist 
and proponent of physical treatments for mental illness. The cost of 
cataloguing this important archive has been carried by Mrs Peggy Sargant, 
and we are very grateful for her generosity. 


In February a start was made by Jennifer Haynes on cataloguing the 
Wellcome Archives. This is a very large (250 linear feet), complex and disor- 
derly set of records including the personal papers of Sir Henry himself, records 
of the Wellcome Historical Medicine Museum and various of his other enter- 
prises such as the Wellcome Tropical Research Laboratory in Khartoum.

So far the following tasks have been undertaken: software specification 
written; systems in use at other repositories examined; Idealist software 
selected after discussions with the Trust’s Information Systems 
Department; field and record structures agreed and the database designed; 
c.700 items catalogued in c.20 record classes/series. 


Good progress continues to be made with this cataloguing project and it 
has already been possible to use the database to answer some enquiries. In 
the long term it is recognized that transfer of the data to another system 
may be appropriate, and still to be finalized is accessibility for the Science 
Museum, which jointly proposed the project. 


. Archive students sorted and assisted with listing the following archives: 
Jane Fowler those of the British Society of Antimicrobial Chemotherapy 
(SA/AMC); Nathalie Adams the papers of Dame Janet Vaughan (GC/186) 
and Lance Martin records from the Medical Research Council’s Blood 
Group Unit (SA/BGU). Stephanie Wright, an A-level student, also assisted 
with listing files and articles from the Medical Womens Federation archives 
(SA/MWF), and files of the European Collaborative Health Services Study 
(GOT). 


. The in-house listing manual was revised following useful comments from 
student archivists. 


. Existing sources leaflets were updated as additional collections were 
received and catalogued, and the following new leaflets prepared (some 
under the stimulus of conferences taking place during the year): “Refugee 
scientists and medical practitioners’; ‘London’; “The Far East’; ‘Drawings, 
paintings, prints and posters’; ‘East Africa’; “West Africa’. 
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CONSERVATION AND REPROGRAPHY 


Conservation 
As with the previous year, the CMAC received a budget of £10 000 from the 
Conservation Department to enable conservation work to be undertaken by 
outside conservators. These were: C E Gray, Anna Hornstein, and Shepherds 
Bookbinders. In addition work was carried out in the Conservation 
Department, but using £2000 of its budget, to employ Anna Wise between 
July and September. 


Shirley Dixon continued to be responsible for conservation and held meetings 
with these conservators when material was collected and delivered. 


Some of the minute books of the Mental Aftercare Association (SA/MAC) were 
in very poor condition and a priority to repair to enable consultation. This 
normally involved the removal of sellotape, mounting of loose items, repair of 
torn and creased pages, reattaching of loose pages and repair of covers. Fifteen 
volumes were repaired in this way by Shepherds at a cost of £1781. 


Item RAMC 374, a volume of early nineteenth-century British Army medical 
staff hospital reports for Malta, Gozo and the Ionian Islands, which was heavily 
stained and affected by damp and vermin, was repaired by conservators at 
Shepherds Bookbinders at a cost of £1010. All pages were washed and deacidi- 
fied, the front board replaced, pages repaired where necessary, the volume 
resewn, binding rebacked and repaired. 


Shepherds also undertook binding repairs to the following at a cost of £1474: 


National Birthday Trust Fund minute book (SA/NBT/A. 1); Sir David Bruce’s 
experimental notebook, Netley and South Africa (WTI/RST/G. 18); Ludwig 
Freyberger’s records of cases in coroners’ courts (GC/140/I-6);Wellcome 
Historical Medical Museum accessions register no.5. 


Following last year’s repairs to the Health Visitors’ Association (SA/HVA) 
minute books, additional volumes (B.3/1,B.6/1,B. 14/1,B.26/1) were repaired 
and rebound by C E Gray at a cost of £608. 


Anna Hornstein replaced rusty pins with hinges in the files of John Bowlby 
(PP/BOW) (34 files from section D2 and 26 files from section K4) at a cost of 
£2500 


We once again had the benefit of three months work from Anna Wise, 
employed by the Conservation Department, who undertook conservation 
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reports on RAMC 95 (Bell watercolours of Waterloo wounded) and Sir 
Anthony Bowlby’s scrapbook (GC/I81/A.6); and conservation of Eugenics 
Society cartoons (SA/EUG/K.36/I—G), by removal from frames where appropri- 


ate and placing in fitted melinex sleeves. 


Sir Harold Whittingham’s pictures of the sandfly life-cycle (PP/HEW uncata- 
logued): 10 drawings, dry cleaned, removed from acidic boards, relined, fitted 
with melinex sleeve and stored in four-flap folder. 


The earliest Mental Aftercare Association scrapbook (SA/MAC/H. 1/1), impossi- 
ble to produce to researchers, the acidic paper and broken bindings being in an 
appallingly fragile state. All items dry-cleaned, where possible removed from 
acidic pages and deacidified; where removal impossible, pages deacidified with 
items attached, very fragile items repaired, items were placed in polyester 
sleeves, stored in four-flap folders within archive box (and a separate folder for 
oversize items). 


Major-General W R Short, Director General Army Medical Service, is investi- 
gating the possibility of obtaining funds for the repair of a superb series of early 
photographs (the Foster Collection of Netley photographs RAMC 52) to be 


copied and conserved at a cost of £1882. 


Reprography 
Isobel Hunter was responsible for supervising the CMAC’s reprographic 
orders, as well as audiovisual materials. Where microfilming was undertaken 
using the conservation budget Shirely Dixon was also involved. 


Isobel Hunter attended a meeting, arranged by the Wellcome Centre’s Medical 
Photographic Library, for each department to discuss their needs from the 
microfilming service. Discussion centred around the issue of charges for fel- 
lows, but the handling of delicate material, and the speed of the service were 
also discussed. 


' A conservation and security copy microfilm of the Mental Aftercare 
Association scrapbooks (SA/MAC/H. 1-5) was undertaken with £549 from the 


conservation budget. 


Also microfilmed during the year were the remainder of the press cuttings of 


the Voluntary Euthanasia Society (SA/VES). 


Isobel Hunter viewed 14 films from the Mellanby papers (PP/MEL) with 
Michael Clark, Head of the Wellcome Centre Medical Film and Video 
Library, and when they are catalogued she will select non-duplicates which

require copying onto video tape. A nitrate film reel, which came with the 
archive of the Casualties Union (SA/CAS) was viewed at the National Film and 
Television Archive, where it is being stored in a safe vault, before copying. We 
are grateful to Michael Clark for his advice and help to the CMAC during the 


year. 


The photocopying service, carried out by Andrew Melvin, with Tracy 
Tillotson checking and stamping the copies, continues to work well.

. The CMAC received over 300 enquiries by letter, fax and E-mail 
(telephone enquires are not currently recorded): 143 were with donors/deposi- 
tors, 110 reader enquiries, 18 hospital record enquiries and 29 others. 


. There was a total of 296 readers (excluding Library staff) using CMAC col- 
lections, including RAMC and Wellcome Archives, a substantial increase 
over last year’s figure of 244. Of this total, 260 used CMAC collections, six 
used WA/HSW, and 53 (17 of whom also used CMAC material) RAMC. 
As always, some readers who completed undertakings did not consult 
archives during the year in question. 


The number of reader visits was 785. 


. There was a dramatic increase in the number of productions made. While 
the total number of boxes seems to be holding steady, at around 2060 
(c.440 RAMC) in the course of the year, the number of items produced to 
readers amounted to over 9000 (c.890 RAMC), an increase of some 2000 
over last year. A small number of readers who ordered material did not sub- 
sequently consult it.

The Health Visitors’ Association attracts a growing 
number of readers.

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SURVEYS 


As usual, visits were made during the year to survey archives for potential trans- 
fer to the Centre and these are noted under ‘Visits’ above. 


Hospital Records Project 

Last year we reported that following a meeting in July 1995 between the Public 
Record Office, ourselves and the Trust’s Information Systems Department 
(ISD), it was hoped that ISD would be able to produce data converted on 
ACCESS software for CMAC to comment on in November 1995. Regrettably, 
in spite of the project being given a priority rating within the Institute, further 
delays have meant that we are still in the same situation a year later. We still 
await receipt of the ACCESS software structure for the project, although can 
report that prototype screen layouts were demonstrated in October 1996 which 
looked satisfactory as far as they went. 


Fortunately, the Public Record Office (PRO) has been able to continue to sup- 
port updates and research on the data, and we have been very grateful for the 
research undertaken by Roger Maxwell, who has been based in CMAC. Roger 
started work here at the end of January 1996 on a series of short-term contracts 
by the PRO, and his current position is due to finish at the end of 1996. 
Regular meetings have been held with both Roger and Phillip Clayton-Gore of 
the PRO. 


Roger Maxwell has concentrated on cleaning up the existing database and 
removing anomalies, and undertaking further research where required. There 
are now ¢.2200 entries on the database where previously there were c.1600 
(these include hospitals described in the 1981 University of Manchester 
Institute of Science and Technology survey not previously entered). In addi- 
tion, having gained much knowledge of the content of the database, he has 
given invaluable advice to us and ISD in preparation for the migration to 
ACCESS, discussing and testing for the specification. 


Further research has been done to assess the amount of work involved in 
adding additional information on hospitals, currently held in hard-copy form 
by CMAC, and Roger has made notes on the information on hospital records 
held at the PRO. 


The database continues to be well used for research enquiries, and we have had 
many enquiries about its availability. Apart from our aim to make it accessible 
in the search rooms at the PRO and Wellcome Institute Library as soon as 
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possible, at a meeting between Julia Sheppard, Alexandra Nicol and David 
Leitch of the PRO and Dick Sargent of the National Register of Archives on 
15 August 1996, areas of cooperation between the Hospital Records Project 
and the places of deposit database held by the NRA were discussed and it was 
agreed that we would also aim to let the NRA hold a copy of the database. 


Isobel Hunter gave a paper at a meeting in September organized by the 
Medical Archive Project at Exeter University, which aims to survey and possi- 
bly acquire hospital and community heath records in Devon. 


Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey (MAMS) 
Excellent progress has been made during the year on this project which contin- 
ues to be undertaken by CMAC and the Western Manuscripts Department of 
the Library, with valuable advice from Professor W F Bynum. Regular meet- 
ings are held. The London entries for the project are virtually completed and 
we are at the stage of costing, editing and indexing work which is required 
prior to publication.
